16613, dated 21 December 1955, subject as above, whose warn you desired 
checked agains t the files of this office. The files reflect the follow- 
ing inf ormation concerning the subject of your request.

oourue v.hoaa reliability cannot be Judged indicating that Efcwaal IBRABIMOVIC 
worked in tba employraant section of Camp Valka, Germany. In this position, 
he h«* allego dly been able to place aa chervcaan in the camp and in offices 
of the Federal Office for the Recognition of Foreign Refugees individuals 
concerning whoa some suspicion has existed.. According to this report, it 
was noticed that Subject collected new admissions from Yvwoalavia from 
tbs transit barracks insnsdiately cm their arrival at the Federal Collection 
Car?). It was further ascertained that contact offices in Italy, Austria 
and Germany referred Yugoslav refugees directly to IBRAED4OTIC and in many 
instances. It was later data rained that the refugees had furnished false 
personal data. Source started that in December 1953# IBRAH3M3VIC was 
visited at Csn$> Valka by two officials from, the Yugoslav Consulate -General 
in Munich, Germany. IBRAIH1WIC dlagadly stated that the officials had 
visited him in order to persuade him to return to Yugoslavia. Source 
believed, however, that it was more likely that Subject, in his capacity 
as chief of the Croat ccs&flxttee at tbs carp, was instructed to persuade 
his compatriots to return to their native country. It was also reported 
that according to statements by Croat and Serbian refugees, IBRAHIM OVIC 
travelled to Munich where he contacted tbo Yugoslav Consulate-General. 

The Yugoslav refugees are said to feer, therefore, that through Subject 
the C onsul at e -Gera ral would be furnished with the statements that they 
had made at the camp. On 3 Jure 195^, IBRAEDWIC reportedly Wes vioited 
by a Carmen woman who supposedly was ®n employe® of the main post office 
in Huarriberg, Germany, end apparently they held a secret meeting at the 
hfm» _ of an inmate of the esup, Frau Idi/CALOVIC, which was attended by 
five or six other persons. It wbs also indicated that Subject stated 
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that be was receiving aid. fraa "cartoids"
